SOMEHOW AFTER NOTING how the New York 
dailies handled the show stories and then checking in with 
the way the Detroit dailies are supporting the show that 
‘is now being held in the motor capital, I cannot help 


_ put feel that my home city papers are doing a better job 


‘in publicizing the automobile show than their contemp- 
oraries in Manhattan did with the Palace affair. 

In New York the show did not make front pages in a 
big way preceding the affair, and then only after the 
doors were opened on the afternoon of Nov. 2. In Detroit 
the dailies went to it with front page stuff on each of the 
four days preceding the opening, the last three days 
printing preparatory art. On Sunday each gave the 
show front page streamers and the lead. Since then there 
has been no slowing up of the publicity. I hope Chicago 
will take a page out of Detroit’s book and do likewise, for 
such support brings out an attendance worthy of the 
enterprise and gives the advertisers a run for their money. 


DETROIT EXPECTS to beat the 145,000 gate of last 
January’s show, but regardless of this it has been demon- 
strated most effectively that the people are in a buying 
mood. The first two days of the show sales were twice 
what they were in the same period last January. Too, 
it is being demonstrated that cars in the higher priced 
brackets are being bought, another sign that recovery is 
an accomplished fact. 


WELL, IT IS no disgrace to be scooped by a fellow 
columnist like B. C. Forbes. That canny Scot has a way 
about him in getting interesting facts for that column of 
his which runs in the Hearst dailies and he clicked 100 
per cent in digging out a story about Charles L. McCuen. 
president of Oldsmobile, a story which I should have got. 

So with the acknowledgment to Forbes, here’s a brief 
recital of what McCuen has done in the two years he 
has been president of Oldsmobile as told by Forbes: 

McCuen raised production and sales from 36,000 to 81,- 
000 in his first year and this year will reach 180,000. He 
arranged his production schedules so the plant never 
would shut down, not even during the period when the 
new models are coming through. During the switchover 
he planned large-scale production of parts. 


AS FOR WELFARE work, at the end of the 1935 
schedule, he put on a picnic for employes and families 
attended by 27,000 and for three days there was open 
house at the plant, with 140 guides to show the people 
about. McCuen’s interest in his employes did not stop 
there. During the layoff at new-model time he informed 
those laid off that cash to tide them over would he 
provided without collateral and without interest.

Toronto Show Opens 


Toronto, Ont. (UTPS).—With a 
paid attendance of 15,000 people, 
the National Motor Show of 
Canada opened in Toronto Sat- 
urday in the $1,000,000 Automotive 
Palace. Marked enthusiasm was 
displayed by the motoring public 
in the glittering array of 1936 
cars on view. The automotive 
industry is most optimistic re- 
garding the sales outlook for 
the ensuing year. The opening 
day attendance was 5,000 greater 
than at the previous show’s first 
day. An objective of 100,000 at- 
tendance is aimed at before the 
show ends on Nov. 16. Several 
hundred thousand dollars’ worth 
of cars are on view and every car 
maker has an elaborate exhibit.
